On investi tion Mr. Pfungst dis- 
covered that the horse could not answer 
any question correctly unless the an- 
swer was known to-the questioner, and 
that he could not answer unless he 
could see the one putting the question 
to him, 

The suspicion formed in Mr. 
Pfungst’s mind that possibly the key 
to the mystery lay in unconscious move- 
ments—slight alterations of pose or 
facial expression—which the horse per- 
ceived and which he intrepreted as a 
signal to stop tapping. This hypothesis 
Mr. Pfungst was at first inclined to 
reject as incredible, but by attentively 
watching his\own actions and the ac- 
tions of other questioners he finally be- 
came pervaded that he had hit upon 
the truth, He found that as soon as a 
questioner had given a problem to the 
horse, he, the questioner, would invol- 
untarily bend ile head and body slight- 
ly forward, when the horse would at 
onee begin tapping, As soon as the de- 
sired answer was reached the question- 
er, again involuntarily, would make a 
slight upward jerk of the head, and 
the horse would stop tapping. 

Every one of the horse’s questioners, 
Mr, Pfungst found, from Mr. von Os- 
ten to himself, made these ‘minimal 
muscular movements’’ without being 
aware tnat he did so. But in order to 
be certain that it was thus that Hans 
was able to solve the problems given 
him Mr, Pfungst undertook an elabor- 
ate series of experiments with twenty- 
five persons of both sexes and every age 
(including children of six) in which he 
played the part of Hans, and sought to 
obtain the correct. answers to questions 
given him mentally by watching the 
faces of his interviewers while he was 
rapping out his replies. He was able to 
solve a very large percentage of the 
questions in the minds of his question- 
ers,

Two elderly blackmailers have just 
been sentenced to long terms of impri- 
sonment for squeezing large sums of 
money out of Colonel Bain, an ex-M.P., 
over many years, by the simple means 


discretion, At last the persecuted man 
turned at bay, made his wife his con- 
fidante, and called in the police. 

A Scotland Yard sleuth tells me that 
blackmailing is the best organized and 
most paying line of criminal business in 
England, Although the police are well 
acquainted with the harpies who bat- 
ten upon the indiscretions of the rich, 
and long to lay them by the heels, they 
are powerless to act, because in the 
generality of eases the blackmailed 
person prefers bankruptcy or death to 
publicity. 

There is one notable gang of black- 
mailers in London, which owes its suce- 
coss to the fact that it has as its chief 
an ex-Scotland Yard man, a sauve, pol- 
ished man of tne world, who knows how 
to keep on the safe side of the letter 
of the law.

It\is a well-known fact that water in 


t _of freezing expands consider- 
offs, and with a force that is trresisat- 
ible. It is the freezing of water in 


their crevices and pores that causes 
the rocks to be gradually worn down 
and ‘‘weathered,’’ as it is called, into 
soil. It is this also which is continu 
ally reducing the soil to finer frag- 
ments, breaks up hard clogs, and mel- 
lows the ground. 

Fall plowing or. spading assists this 
effect by breaking up the compact soil 
into lumps, which are further broken 
into small particles, As water and air 
ean act only upon the surface of these 
particles, it is clear that, the smaller 
they are, the more surface is exposed 


to the weather, and tht soil is made 
soluble. 
If a block of hard soil of twelve 


eubie inches is exposed to the weather, 
eight hundred and thirty-four square 
inches only are affected; if it is broken 
up into cubes of one inch, however, ten 
thousand three hundred and sixty-eight 
square inches are exposed to these bene 
ficial influences; and the amount af 
fected increases as the soil is further 
broken up. 

This fact shows how greatly the ef 
of frost benefits the soil, and, 
land should be fall plowed and oppor 
tunity given for this beneficial action 
of the weather.

An idea that 
earthquakes should be studied floated 
in the air. It was crystallized at the 
end of February, 1880. On the 22nd 
of that month an earthquake occurred 
which made people more thoughtful 
than usual. Yokohama practically lost 
all its chimneys, many houses had been 
unroofed, streets were filled with debris, 
while slopes from which trees and vege- 
tation had slidden downwards looked 
as if they had been whitewashed. The 
interest in earthquakes was at a white 
heat, and I felt the psychological mo- 
ment to establish an earthquake society 
had come at last: A meeting was con- 
vened and a large hall was packed. 
The American consul, General Van Bu- 
ren, took the chair, In thirty minutes 
a set of rules drafted to suit the oceas- 
Ol Was read amd -alepte4s aves 
were collected at the door, and the Seis- 
mological Society of Japan was estab- 
lished. It lived for fifteen years, and 
in the twenty volumes whieh it pub- 
lished you find the foundations of al- 
most everything that has been done 
since, 


The successor to this society is the 
Earthquake Investigation Committee of 
Tokio, which receives from the Japan- 
ese government an annual subsidy of 
at least $10,000. Russia spends a some 
what similar sum, whilé earthquake in- 
vestigation in Italy has for years past 
received departmental consideration. 
In fact, most of tne civilized states of 
the world, as will be testified by the 
arrival of foreign delegates to the meet 


ing of the International Seismological 
Association, to be held in Manchester

in this country, they contribute $800 
per year to the International Seismo- 
Jogical Association, Notwithstanding} 
this, British workers have contributed 
very much towards the extension of our 
knowledge of the planet on which we 
live. The British Association, which 
has issued forty-seven annual reports 
about earthquakes, at the present time 
enjoys the co-operation of about sixty 
stations fairly spaced over continents 
and oceanic islands, Because submar- 
ine earthquakes now and again inter- 
rupt cables and the records of these 
disturbances not only indicate the posi- 
tion where an interruption took place 
but enable us to say they were due 
to natural causes, cable companies have 
generously assisted in the establishment 
of new stations. If a colony is sudden- 
ly isolated from the remainder of the 
world by the failure of its cables, it 
is of great importance for them to 
know whether this was due to natural 
causes or to an operation of war. It 
Seiuentty happens that earthquake re- 
cords have furnished definite informa- 
tion respecting destruction in distant 
places and corrected and extended tele- 
graphie information about the same.

The balanee sheet for the eqidemic 
shows 11,700 cases, with 768 deaths, In 
Turkey also the disease made great rav 
ages, of which, however, no statistical 
records are available. 

Mode of Propagation.—Inasmuch as 
the period of incubation of the disease 
lasts only six days, any healthy indi 
vidual who has been out of contact with 
any infected person for a period exceed 
ing six days, used to be considered in 
nocuous, and incapable of carrying con 
tagion. It has, however, been observed 
that a person may very well carry mi 
crobes in his body, and disseminate the 
sume without being himself affected. 
Hence arises the necessity of examining 
the dejecta not only of diseased but of 
healthy persons, far’ as they may 
have been exposed to contagion, In 
Holland the rigorous application of this 
principle has reduced the number of 
fatal cases to four, While cholera may 
be generally contracted by contamin 
ated drinking water, it may also be ac 
quired through the ingestion of fruit 
and vegetables grown near the surface 
of the soil and watered with coutamin 
ated water. We may carry on our shoes 
and garments from the street into the 
houses portions of mud containing mic 
robes, and upon brushing off such stains 
we may distribute through the air dust 
and microbes which may fall upon food 
materials and thus enter the body, 

Preventive Measures.—Of these thea 
first and the chief is naturally the 
strict supervision of immigrants, sasl- 
ors, and similar persons, That these 
are the carriers of the disease, and not 
the river water itself, is shown beyond 
question by the faet that the epidem.

The 
food and drink and medicine for the 
sick person should be kept carefully 
covered, Water and milk should be 
boiled before drinking, and in fact only 
cooked products should be eaten, whieh 
moreover should be carefully protected 
from access of flies. Vegetables and 
raw fruit should be allowed to stand 
for half an hour in a three per cent.

washed with boiled water. Care should 
be taken not to partake of any foods 
(melon, unripe fruit) which irritate the 
intestines, so that the body may not 
be predisposed to offer a breeding 
ground for microbes.
